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PROMISES AND PERFORMANCES,

General Grant has not, from the ontsat,
joft the connlry in donbt with regard to the
Jeading points of iy policy. When waited
upon by the joiut conumitise of Congraess, on
the 13th Febraary, to ofically inform him of
his dlection, Lie announced his determination
to" fulfil the jnst expectitions of the people;
o oan promise the committes,” he said, **that
it will ba my endeavor to call around mo as
pesistants such men only as T think will carry
out the principles which yon have said the
country desives to oo successful—oconomy,
vetrenchment, faithfnl eolleotion of the rove-
puo, and payment of the public debt.” And
with these objeots in view, he deoclared that
he would unhesitatingly change his appointess
il those first selected fuiled to cooperate with
him efficiently in the proseontion of this
policy, There was no room for doubt or am-
biguity upon the subject. General Graot
had resolved  that, whatever might happen,
“peonowy, retrenchment, faithful eollection
of the revenue, and payment of the public
debit,” ghonld be the cardinal principles of his
pdministration.  His pledge was voluntary
sud emphatic, )

On the occasion to which we refer another
promise was made, also voluntarily and with
equal emphasis, Mr. J. V. L. Pruyn was
present as 4 member of the joint committes.
e was there as the representative of the
Democratic element in Congress, and when
General Grant indicated the distinetive points
of the policy he contemplated, Mr. Pruyn,
prompily and in apparent good faith, thus
addressed him:—

syeneral (1o the great principles which yon hnye
moarked ont for the condnet of your mdminiatration,
von will have the political support of those with
whom I am aasocinted, ready to uet with you,"

Here, then, are two promiscs—oune intendead
to inforin the country with reference to a
matter which excited anxious inguiry, and
the other apparently intended to assare the
President elect that those who had opposed
him were propared to nid in the performanca
of his task. Has General Grant redeemed
his promise ? Have Mr. Pruyn's friends, for
whom as a party he spoke, redeemed theirs ?

The answer in behalf of Genernl Grant is
¢loar and conclusive. What he promised he
has performed. Eeconomy and retrenchment
are manifest in every branch of the public
sorvice, Within six months his administra-

ion has effected a saving in expenditare of
not less than =36,501,013; and the process
still goes on. The diminution of outlay has
not been effected at the cost of efficiency.
On the result

coutrary, as n of in-
creased efficiency, and of that ‘‘faith-
ful collection of the revenue” which
General Grant promised, the revenne

for six months exhibits an advance amount-
ing to 19,660,143, As to the reduction of
the public debt, the record is quite as satis-
factory. A single half year has witnessed the
payment of $56,000,000 of the principal, and
an appreciation in the value of the public
securities which will greatly facilitate fund-
ing at a lower rate of interest, So much for
the President, He is vindicated by his acts

The policy he foreshadowed has heen adhered
to literally, and with excellent effect.

Meanwhile the pledge tendered by Me.
Pruyn has been disregarded by the party in
whose nae he addressed the President, He
promised that in the application of his policy
General Grant should have the political snp-
port of the Demociney. The promise has
not been fulfilled. Iustead of sustaining the
administration in reducing and economizing
expenditures, in faithfully collecting the reve-
nue, and in extingnishing debt, the Democrats
have offered nothing but factions oppusition,
Not content with allowing the administration
to perform the work, they have Pemiswntiy
striven to impede its progress, ‘They credit
it neither with entting down expenses nor
with increasing the productiveness of taxa-
tion; they neither concede what it has accom-
plished in the matter of retrenchment nor
accord it justice for the reforms it has intro-
duced into the public service. The magnani-
mous spirit proclaimed by Mr, Pruyn is
proved to be a sham; and a reckless partisan-
ship, as indifferent to truth and fairness as to
the public weal, is found to be the only spirit
of which the parly is capable in its asetion
toward the President and his advisers,

The difference between General Grant and
the Democratic party, in relation to retrench-
ment, an efficient revenns service, and the
reduetion of the debt, is plain and character-
istic. He has kept his word; they have
violated theirs. He has steadily and success-
fully carried forward a policy which will briny
relief to the country; they have as steadily
obstruoted reform sand misrepresented its
result, The contrast is between fidelity and
faithlessness—between great duties honestly
performed and a partisanship which recognizes
neither truth nor duty.

FRANCE—THE CRISIS OVER.

The 26th of October has come and gone,
and bappily, we think, for all parties, it has
not been necessary to repeat the acts of the
famous 2d of December. Paris has not
since the commencement of the Emperor's
reign been o much under the influence of
foar as 1t has been for some days past. It

*Irreconcilables,” as they are now called, to
make a grand demonstration on the 26th, by
way of protesting ngsinst the postponement
of the opening of the Chambers, Such
journsls as the Recedd and the Rappel
urged the Left to do in Pavis on October
24, 1869, what the TVors Ftat did in Versaillos
in 1789, promising that if they mnrohed
across the eity, the forty which might leave
the Place de la Bastile would be one haudred
thousand when they reached the Place de
la Ooncorde. As the 20th of Oclober
i) Pl’mhﬁd the furl.y iereconcilables” g]',;(l;[.
ally dwindled down to thirteen, the other
twenty-seven having wiscly concluded that
it would, all things considerod, be betier to
wait patieut]y until the 20th of Novewber,
when they could constitutionally take th
Government to task, The thirteen, however,
made up their miuds to make a show on the
«iith, and to brave all consequences. Napo.
leon was well warned, and, of courde, was well
armed., Paris was smrounded by and fiflad
with soldiers; the populace was daly advised
of the danger of muniiesting too much cu
riosity; instiuctions were given lo Mirshal
Bazaine that there should be no
humanity;” and so, notwithstandiog all the
fuss and furyof the “irrgconoilable™ thirtesn,
law and order reigned in Paris on Toesday as
nsual,

entire day perfeetly tranguil. - Fhiere was 1o
demonstration, no disturiunee, The bold

thirteon did not make their uppeceange.  The
forty did not becos one hundred thousind
The oannon, thongh poinled, were no! used
In the afternoon, to show how little ground

very much as we expecled. No one who
knows the Emperor finpuleou could for a
moment fmagine that he would give his
enemies the shadow of & chance to trinmph
over jhim, In spite; of Fronch “reds" and
European democratsand American dotraotors,
there is no ruler of the present day in whom
the great public have more faith than they
bave in the Emperor Napoleon. - His fall
would, politically and Tfnuncially, convulse
not Frauce alone; not Earope only, but the
world., Yet the threatened domonstration of
Tucsday had not the slightest effect on

‘Change, 'The announcement of the Empe.
ror's death would create a I):mic. in every
financial centra in the world, A threat-

cned outbresk disturbs no one. Bo long as
Louis Napoleon lives, his clear intellect and
hia strong will remaining, he will continue to
be the trusted raler of France. A violond
revolulion so long as he holds the reius is
simply impossible, It i8 impossible to refuse
to admit—and most men will wake the admis-
sion heartily—that the peacefnl viclory of
Tuesday will greatly inorease the Fmperor's
popularity with the Fronch people, while it
cannot fail to enhanco his great reputation all
the world over. The world has not seen so
skilfnl a ruler in many generations, e has
not the brilliancy of his great nuele; but if
hisrcign has shed less lustre npon French arms,
it hos occasioned less misery to the I'rench
people, If history cannot spenk of Lim ps
the Julius Cwsar of France, it will not refose
to grant him the place and honors of Au-
Eustus,

Althongh, however, Napoleon has once
again come off victorions, we oannot elose
our eyes to the fact that the current of events
and growing public gentiment are rather
ngainst than with him. His personal influ-
ence is great; but it eannot he said that he
has been suecessful in establishing a form of
government which conld work well withont
bim, The French Government machine is
not yet like that of Great Britain and that of
the United States, self-neting. Tt needs the
hand of skill to direct and eontrol it, and it is
difficult to ses where that hand could be fonnd
if the Emperor were no more. It may seem a
bold saying, but it is trath-—the fature of the
Bonapmte dynasty is as uncartain to-day as it
was twenty years ago. Napoleon gone, we
gee the factions again in couflict, and a re-
public or a restoration Beems even more ¢er-
toin than the reign of Napolson the Fourth.
The death of the Emperor will be the signal

for an uprising in Europe which his life and
his sncoess only posipone,  With him will
pass away a vigorous upholder of law and 4

order; and if the flercer spirits of democracy
ghall rejoice in his death as they would at the
fall of a tyrant, the dynastiez will have good
reason to lument the loss of their grentast
pillar of strength. It is well, we think, that
pence on this oceasion has been presorved;
it is well that the Empevor remains master of
the situation; but it is well ulso to bhear in
mind that the struggleis only postponed,
The spirit of liberty 18 uneonquerable.

MISMANAGEMENT IN THE NAVY
PARTMENT.
From the N. Y. Sun.

Last spring, when the Nurraganzelt was
fitted ont and sent to Cuba to protect onr
countrymen, she want with a conplo of thirty-
two pounders and one other gun too small
to be remembered. Bhe is a fair-sized sloop-
of-war, and ought to bave carried a battery
four times as heavy., The Americans in Ha-
vana langhed loud and long at this wonder-
ful castle of defense to which their lives and
property were to be intrusted. The chief of
the bureau that furnishes the ordnance to
men-of-war said he conld not give her more
guns, because the bureau that supplies the
men was unable to provide the erew to man
them. 8o rigid was the economy which the
rystem of retrenchment demanded. Yet,
shortly afterwards, the SBabine shested home
for Europe, carrying three or four hundred
sailors, every man of whom was needed to
wroteot our people in the West Indies.
Vhat was it that they were sent to Europe
for? To give a pleasure cruise to eighty
midshipmen, graduates of the Naval Scﬁoul
at Annapolis !

There is a pressing need of midshipmen
in the navy. Forwerly they waitad yoars and
years for promotion, bul now they remain
midshipmen for only a twelvemonth, orat
most two years, before rising Lo the next
rank. Hence, to put the gradnating class of
the Naval SBchool into s single ship is not
only to deprive the navy of their services, but
themselves of (hat experience in a junior
grade so necessary to their preparation for
the duties of a higher one. 'There is renson
to fear that, just as the late withdrawal of
midshipmen from tho decks of most of our
war vessels has already prodnced a damaging
effect upon discipline and efficiency among
their crews, so alio s want of practical know-
ledge of a midshipman's duty will be fonnd
among the mewibers of these picnie parties
when an increase of rank shall hereafter in.
trust to them the deck, and wilh it the super-
vigion and direction of subordinates., Instead
of putting them on bonrd the SBabine, they
ghonld have been distributed to all our men.
of-war, where they might have been employed
not only in keeping sailors up to sailors’ duty,
but also in learning their own,

The secret of bad manngement in the navy
lies in the monstrosity of a two-hended
authority, of a duplex administration, of a
donble-back-neting wackinery, of a power be-
hind the naval throne. If the President
really desires Vice-Admiral Porter to be
Secretary, he can easily take the lawful steps
to accomplish his wish. But twoSecretaries —
one real, the other nominal; one responsible,
the other without responsibility: one Robe-
son, the other Porter; one snbject'to pnblio
seratiny for every act, the other working as
secrotly and imperceptibly as the living
forces in nature—are unbearable. ‘The Nayy
Department is like n pair of Tceland ponies
eftectnally tethered by tying head to tail. It
can only go round and arand in a vicious eir-
cle without meking a real progress, Among
the vavions failures of Presidont Grant’s ad-
